Out Course. 
Mr. Douglas said the next stage 
Is thef, "try out" of the course of 
study In preliminary form.

of the course of study as a whole

he second is to develop a set 
of criteria entirely different from 
that used by the production corn- 


done. "It is our duty to teach 
them how to live properly 
and 


how to associate with other, chil- 
dren," Miss Carraway went on. 


She said that many times it is

"In the first grade, I find that 
the most important work in health 
education is to build up cleanli- 
ness habits.

education work," the speaker said. 


Provided Toys. 
"I have provided blocks, dolls, 


balls and toys for them to play 
with—on the library table 
we 


have simple picture books and 
story books with many pictures. 
These children do not know how 
to handle books nor even how. to 
turn pages when they first come 
to school," the Crockett principal 
went on. 


Miss Carraway said wherever it 
is possible she 'uses pictures in 
explaining words to the pupils. 


"A much better plan would be 


to have these children in a sep- 
arate group and spend 
six* or 
eight weeks in -the building up of 
a vocabulary. In making a new 


speaking American children should 
be thought of and provided for 
in some way so that they need 
not fail time after time until they 
become 
discouraged. 


Suggests Solution. 
I would suggest that 1 1-2 years 


in the first grade might be one 
solution, or at least a step in 
the right direction. 
The great- 


est opportunity in our district lies 
in arousing these people to a 
greater interest in the community 
and Its problems to such an ex- 
tent that they will help plan for 
a supervised playground of rec- 
reation center. 
Our people musl 


feel that It Is their project, bul 
if our children are to have the 
same opportunity as the child 
from the more privileged com- 
munity then the city or the state 
or community on higher econom- 
ic level must help some. Both of 
these needs," Miss Carraway con- 
cluded, 'are such great needs that 
they should not be left to indi- 
vidual initiative, but should be 
set as a program and this pro- 
gram Intergrated with the educa- 
tional policy of the school sys- 
f AWI " 


Miss Hardage declared in closing. 


Closely Allied With Education. 
Miss Sarah Holman was pre- 


sented by Mr. Mecham, and de- 
clared In opening that the con- 
ception of curriculum Is closely 
allied to aims and philosophies of 
education. 
She said that some 


form of adjustment must be made 
between the child and contempo- 
rary society, and that the surest 
means of making it is through 
education and the school curricu- 
lum. 


The next portion of Miss Hoi- 


man's talk showed that schools 
of th'e past were schools for lit- 
eracy instead of schools for liv?- 
ing. 


"It Is In the new school with 


its opportunities for child-growth 
that hope lies," the speaker said. 
She pointed out four chief impul- 
ses, including sofial instinct, in-

She showed a number of evils 


of the standarlzed and disciplin- 
ary methods, but said no one 
method is a panacea for all de- 
fects. 
She said creative teach- 


ing Is not an entirely new idea, 
but uses the fundamental prin- 
ciple—the 
constant 
activity of 


children. Miss Brooks said It Is 
the concern of the teacher to see 
that the pupil's clasrooom ex- 
periences are rich and varied, 
and that he is encouraged to 
have ideas and plans of his own, 
and that he Is a working mem- 
ber of a group, sharing responsi- 
bility for 
the 
success 
of 
the 
group's undertaking. 


Miss Mildred Alexander 
was 


next called upon by Mr. Mecham, 
to show how prescribed teaching 
differs from creative teaching In 
conception of the learning pro- 
cess. 


Creative Teaching. 
Miss Alexander said a child 
learns best when he can take 
part in some activity 
In 
the 


schoolroom which he has helped 
to plan and initiate himself. Cre- 
ative teaching, she said, makes 
the learning process very interest- 
ing and vital and pleasant for the 
students. 
This type of teaching 


helps 
the 
child 
share 
his in- 


terests, ideas and responsibilities 
with others, and helps a pupil In 
finding his abilities and develop- 
ing them. 


In prescribed teaching much em- 
phasis is placed on memorizing 
and under this type of instruc- 
tion the child's day In school Is 
very bookish. Set forms of rules 
are 
followed and 
the child Is 


not given freedom of self-expres- 
sion, his likes and dislikes are 
not regarded, Miss Alexander con- 
cluded. . 


Mr. Mecham next called upon 


Miss Hazel Hardage to discuss 
two conceptions of the ultimate 
ends of creative teaching. 


• Train How to Think. 
Miss Hardage said schools of 


the modern dynamic society must 
iraln pupils how to think rather 
:han what to think, and the re- 
sults are to be measured by ap- 
preciations, understandings and in- 
sights rather than by mere skills. 


The keynotes of the traditional 
school, she went on, are to mem- 
orize, recite and pay attention. Ex- 
perience is the keynote of the 
new or creative educational meth- 
ods; its goal being individuality, 
lersonallty and experience. 


Personality, Miss Hardage said, 
cannot be Imposed from without 
but must evolve from within. In- 
dividuality develops through the 
growth of the power In self-ex- 
pression, and therefore with all 
:he materials 
of 
child experi- 


ence the creative school strives 
to develop the capacity for self- 
expression. 


"When we can develop tolerant 


understanding of self and society 
,n an individual we have cer- 
tainly elevated that individual to 
a sphere where he will be fitted 


in 
intimacy—creating a 'wholesome 
medium for the most complete 
living1." 


Several Big Problems. 


O. F. Allen, junior high school 
principal, was presented by Mr. 
Mecham, and spoke upon 
new 


conceptions for the use of text- 
books. 
Mr. Allen explained that 
it is interesting to note that the 
past generation used the old blue- 
back speller, which was followed 
by the 
teaching of the 
three 


R's. 
A variety of subjects such 


as health, art, music, domestic 
science and vocational subjects, 
followed the three R's Mr. Allen 
said. 


Whether or not we use text- 


books, If we know our jobs, Mr. 
Allen said, we still have several 
big problems. They are the child's 
Inheritance of a sound physical 
body; his preservation of health 
through Its Knowledge; his abil- 
ity, to adapt himself to and enjoy 
social life; his inheritance of a 


personality; his suitabili- 


ty for a productive occupation; 
his right to life, love and pursuit 
oif happiness, and his conception 
of fair play for himself and oth- 
ers. 


Each of the problems was com- 


mented upon by Mr. Allen. 


Passing of Children. 


A. W. Armistead was the clos- 


ing speaker on the panel dis- 
cussion presented by Mr. Mecham 
and discussed the conceptions of 
passing children under the two 
types of education under discus- 
sion. 


Mr. Armistead said under the 


prescribed 
teaching 
type, the 


quantity 
and 
quality of work 


and methods is laid down by the 
administration, and therefore a 
child must have a grade of 70 
to pass his work in his 12 years 
in school. 
Under the 
creative 


type, the speaker declared; the 
methods and materials are 
left 


to the teachers. 
Under this sys- 


tem, he said, a child might have 
the capacity to do 60-per cent 
work, or less, and therefore by 
making that grade would be pass- 
ed on to the next term's work. 
A child whose capacity was 80 
or 90 per cent work would have 
to measure up to that standard 
to pass his work.

comments were 
made 
by 
Mr. 
Mecham, Mr. McCammon and Mr. 
Norwood. Mr. Norwood commend- 
ed the teachers for taking the 
professional attitude toward their 
work, and for studying beyond 
their assigned text-books and pre- 
scribed courses.

county, 
their parents, guardians or rela- 
tiyes are Invited to be present at 
the meeting. 


This plan of maintenance which 
includes room, board, utilites, ma- 
tron and laundry, has averaged 
from $10 to $12 per month for the 
22 groups ncluding 238 boys. 
By 
starting plans for next fall early 
enough to insure planting, produc- 
tion and canning of an ample sup- 
ply of vegetables it is hoped to 
hold food costs to a minimum. 
Sponsors of the plans state that 
more than 250 boys and 200 girls 
have been able to attend Texas A. 
& M. College and Texas College 
for Women (C. I. A.) at Denton, 
who would otherwise have been 
denied the opportunities of a col- 
lege education. All expenses un- 
der this plan run from $150 to 
$275 per year for the boys, and 
slightly higher for the girls.

President-Roosevelt has made this 
one part of his program," Jones 
said in refeterice to the Presi- 
dent's announcement yesterday of 
eight types of work which may 
be eligible for portions of his 
$4,880,000,000 relief 
fund. 
Jones has advanced rural elec- 
trification for his district as a 
means of utilizing 
millions 
of 
cubic feet of natural gas wast- 
ed dally In the Panhandle 
nat- 
ural gas field. Texas and Secre- 
tary Ickes also are working on 
a plan to pipe the surplus from 
the Panhandle to Detroit and St. 
Louis.' 


Jones recalled that a similar 


electrification 
project had been 
worked out In the Muscle Shoals 
area and that payments for equip- 
ment and transmission lines had 
been so great -that the original 
cost was retired in six instead 
of the planned 12 years.

It all depends.

a city or country trearurer, 
a coroner, etc., one doesn't 
have to know one blessed 
thing about the job or its 
duties. The chief requisite 
for these positions is to.be 
a glad-hander, a back-slap- 
per, and to have a reputa- 
tion for political influence. 
The boss draws the pay, and 
his chief deputy and the 
trained staff do the work. 
These jobs could 
all 
be 


abolished and 
the 
work 


would continue to be done 
—could be better done, and 
the taxpayers would save 
money. 


On the other hand, there 


are 
many executive jobs 


which must be filled by per- 
sons of ability, or the work 
is not well clone. In many 
of these jobs, women are to 
be found; they have not 
been chosen for

pull, but because they have 
shown themselves good ex- 
ecutives in other positions.

But 
the market, or the demand, 
has been determined main- 
ly by prices and wages. In- 
dustry, 
while 
sometimes 


lowering prices or raising 
wages to enlarge markets, 
has usually lowered 
pro- 


duction to sustain prices. 


Farmers have not been 


able, in the past, to do this. 
Recent crop-limitation has 
been 
applying the

business principle- to agri- 
culture—seeking to restore 
farm prices to an equival-

"He brooded over and over this 
imaginary discrimination. He told 
me of things which his parents 
had done to him and which he 
considered unfair back to the 
time he was eleven years old. 
"Then, too, he had an idea, he 
could become a great scientist. 
He failed pretty much in school 
and somehow got the ipmresslon 
his parents were standing in the 
way of attainment of his goal. 
"He wanted to obtain his fath- 
er's insurance money so he could 
resume his studies. ' But 
that 
wasn't the main trouble—the pri- 
mary cause was this imaginnary 
discrimination. 
He told me he went out yes- 
terday before noon and picked 
the spot at which he would kill 
his father and mother." 


In a calm voice, he told news- 
papermen, in the Travis county 
jail, that he shot his parents to 
death late yesterday on a coun- 
try road about 15 miles from 
Austin where he had lured them 
on the pretext of viewing a scenic 
drive. 
First he shot his mother, he 
said, then his father, then he 
sent a bullet through the head 
of each "to make sure they were 
dead." 


Next he shot himself In the left 
»lrm, concealed his father's watch 
and purse, his own purse, the .38 
calibre, 
five-chambered 
revolver 
and a pasteboard box containing 
eight discharged 
cartridges 
in 
bushes several miles away, and 
returned to Austin with a story 
that two robbers had perqptrated 
the ghastly tragedy. 
Subsequently, after nine hours 
grilling, he led officers to the 
place where he had hidden the 
watch, purses, pistol and box, all 
of which were recovered. Officers 
found two other discharged cart- 
ridges In the pistol and three at 
the scene of the killing. 
In charging the youth formally 


with murder, Sheriff Lee Allen 
said: "We have found the motive." 
Pierson told newspapermen he had 
"a good reason," but officers quot- 
ed him as saying he did it for 
"revenge." ' 
Deputy Sheriff Paul Blair quot- 
ed him as saying he purchased 
the revolver in Galvestoji last Sat- 
urday, driving 100 miles out of his 
way to obtain It.

Young Pierson told officers im- 
mediately after the investigation 
began that the justice, Mrs. Pier- 
son and himself were driving to 
Pecan experiment station about 
15 miles from Austin. 
On Lonely Road. 


They had turned off the Bull 
Creek scenic highway, which runs 
through almost mountainous coun- 
try, about six miles from the city 
and had proceeded 
about 
four 
miles along another road when 
two men suddenly jumped in front 
of their automobile. 


Brandishing pistols, he said, the 
men halted the car, mounted the 
running boards and ordered them 
to drive down a lane nearby about 
100 yards. There the car ngain 
was stopped. 


"One 
of the men handed his 
gun to the other," he said, "and 
while one kept the two guns on 
UJ the other took our money and 
father's 
watch. 
"Father got real 
angry, 
and 
said 'I'll see that you're punish- 
ed for this.' One of the men re- 
plied 'Aw, go to hell'!" 


"Then father grabbed the two 
guns and told me to light Into 
the other man. I jumped on and 
started choking him. We fell to 
the ground. He pulled a pistol 
from his pocket and shot me 
through the arm.

Pierson said he knew he "didn't 
have a chance," so he ran ana 
hid in the brush for five or ten 
minutes.
